The o der of 
the oil drives m illers and other in­ 
sects from the cotton and they will 
not come back as long as any of the 
scent is left. Many of

Word was received Saturday 
that 
one of the foulest m urders ever com­ 
mitted in Pontotoc county had occur­ 
red near Hart, William Gray of Moil­ 
er being the victim. A Un* night it 
was learned that Frank EM ward 8 had 
been captured at Pauls Valley charg­ 
ed with the crime. He was brought 
back to Ada yesterday and lodged in 
jail. His 
preliminary 
hearing 
will 
take plaice Thursday morning. 
The body oi the m urdered man was 
found Saturday by seme 
boys 
who 
were plum hunting. It was in a thick­ 
et near the road about a mile west 
of Hart. It was 
almost 
completely 
stripped. In another place 
a - trunk 
belonging to Gray was found and in 
another a tent on which was some 
blood. As soon as the alarm was giv­ 
en Deputy Sheriff 
Eli 
Morris. 
Bill 
Eaves, W. K l Blackburn, Bill Walls. 
Frank Burnett and 
another 
whose 
name the reporter was unable to se­ 
cure, took up the trail and follow­ 
ed it to Pauls Valley. 
The Garvin 
county officers had already been no­ 
tified by phone and shortly before 
the posse arrived, a 
deputy 
sheriff 
had found Edwards and placed him 
under arrest. He had sold the murd­ 
ered man's team of mules and wagon 
to Gibson (Bros., mule dealers, for 
$175. He had a horse, which also be­ 
longed to Gray, shod and was buying 
a saddle when found. He af first gave 
his name as Fred Smith, but finally 
admitted that his real 
name 
was 
Frank Edwards. 
He had little to say until Sunday 
morning, when he sent for Morris and 
said he wanted 
to 
tell 
the 
whole 
truth about the matter. He stated that 
he had fallen in company with Gray 
at the Owens ferry on Red River, and 
had traveled with him until the m ur­ 
der. He said they camped Wednesday 
night between 
Hickory 
and 
Roff. 
Thursday morning 
a man 
by 
the 
name of Fred McFarland rode up with 
a winchester shotgun, ordered him to 
get out of the wagon, shot Gray in 
the back of the head and then or­ 
dered Edwards to climb back into the 
wagon, make some disposition of the 
body, drive to Pauls Valley, sell the 
outfit and be ready to divide the pro­ 
ceeds of the sale with him, threaten­ 
ing that he, or one of his three com­ 
panions whom he said were in the 
brush, would instantly kill him if he 
failed to obey orders or ever told of 
the murder. 
No m atter how the killing really 
occurred, Edwards drove all day with 
the body, winding around trying to 
find a place where he might dispose 
of it without detection, driving into 
Hart late at night, and next morning 
throwing the body from the wagon 
and dragging it some distance into 
the brush. He explained its nude con­ 
dition by saying that as he dragged 
it by the feet the shirt was torn off 
by the brush and when he took it by 
the arms, the trousers were torn off. 
From the place where he left the 
body he headed straight for Pauls 
\ alley where his capture took place. 
Besides the money received from the 
sale of the wagon and team, he had 
about $20 in his pockets. 
The murdered man was a brother 
of Dave Gray, who was killed at Al­ 
len about two years ago, J. »B. Gray 
and Mrs. Jane 
Knight, 
who 
Ii . es | 
in Arknfrisas. He was 59 years of age { 
and unmarried. He lived in and near 
Allen for about eighteen years, mov­ 
ing to Sterling county, Texas, three 
or four years ago. He had been beck 
to this county several times, and at 
the time of hip death 
was 
coming 
back to stay. R e was a man who at­ 
tended strictly to his own business 
and his reputation was the best. 
Edwards gives his age at 31. He is 
very well known in this county, his 
people having lived near Center at 
one time.
